DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 7/1 8/2005 and 4/6/2006 
have been considered. 

Abstract 

3. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37

Specification 

4. The specification of the disclosure is objected to because it does not have a 

heading for each section. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 1 , 2 and 13, the phrase "seen according to" or "according to" 
renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitations following the 
phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, the phrase "this deployment" is not clear, which one 

is this. 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, the phrase "two distinct jointing points" is not clear 
which one is distinct point. 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, the phrase "these" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claim 3, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Regarding claims 8-9, the phrase "rigidifying means" is not clear and the word 
"means" is preceded by the word(s) "plate" in an attempt to use a "means" clause to 
recite a claim element as a means for performing a specified function. However, since 
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no function is specified by the word(s) preceding "means," it is impossible to determine 
the equivalents of the element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex 
parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

Regarding claim 9, the term "and/or" renders the claim in an alternative forms. 

Regarding claim 12, it is unclear what the term "its" refers to. 

Regarding claim 13, the term "said axis" in line 3 is not clear, because an axis 
(XX) is not mention before. 

Regarding claims 1 and 13, it is not clear how a joint structure connecting to each 
other. For example a first side attached to the upright ...It is not clear the first side 
belong to what structure of a collapsible structure. 

Regarding claim 13, the phrase "wherein it comprises for each leg a jointed 
structure for the unfolding of the leg comprising seen according to a direction (Y-Y') 
different from said axis (X-X') a jointed deployment triangle, this deployment triangle 
comprising" is not clear, whether the collapsible structure comprises each leg or a 
jointed structure and it is unclear what is the leg comprising. 

Regarding claim 13, the phrase "located an the upright" is not clear. 

Regarding claim 13, the phrase "the sliding block" is not clear, because the 
sliding block is not mention before. 

7. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

9. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Giordani 
(3,936,069). 

Giordani in figures 1-6, discloses a collapsible structure comprising a jointed 
structure for unfolding of the legs comprising a jointed deployment triangle. The jointed 
deployment triangle includes a first side attached to an upright between a first joint 
located the upright and a second joint located on a point of a sliding block. Giordani 
also discloses a second side jointed on the sliding block by the second joint and a third 
side jointed on the upright by the first joint and on the second side by a third joint; 
wherein the first joint or the second joint comprises two distinct jointing points according 
to the direction, so that the side of the deployment triangle which is jointed at these 
points constitutes a rigid guiding triangle, defined by these two points and by the third 
joint. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-12 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Conclusion 


1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kassai discloses a baby carriage; Crisp discloses a collapsible 
carrier.
